With the shooting up of the resi- 
dence of W. P. Whitaker, former cash- 
ier of the Kennesaw bank and a prom- 
inent citizen, and with the arrest of 
rR. A. Fite, receiver for the bank and 
<tation agent of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, Tuesday. 
the village of Kennesaw is stirred up 
as it has not been in many a day. 

The shooting follows a feud betw'een 
the stockholders of the defunct bank 
and its former officers, and nearly 
everybody in the town has taken sider. 
it is believed that there will be further 


trouble before the feud is settled. 

It wag shortly after 8 o'clock on 
Monday night that someone fired five 
shots into the house of Mr. Whitaker. 
The first two shots were fired through 
a window. Then three shots were 


fired through a glase panel in the 
front door down the hall. Some of 
them lodged in the wall at the further 


end of the hall.

A Smith & Wesson revolver was 
found in Fite’s house, with a full box 
of cartridges and a loaded Winchester 
rifle, with another box of cartridges 
in his office. Fite was taken to Mart- 
etta and locked up in the jail there 
about 4 o’clock Tuesday morning. 

Later his bond was fixed at $500 each 
on two charges, firing into a dwelling 
house and shooting on a public high- 
way. 

Case Presented to Court. 

As court was in session, 
was presented to the grand jury in the 
afternoon.

PEACE, AND NOT WAR, 
AIM OF THE PRESIDENT 


He Hopes.to Eliminate Un- 
certainty About Law and 
Stimulate Legitimate Busi- 
ness—Law as to Personal 
Guilt to Be Enforced. 


Washington, January 13.—President 
Wilson today gave cabinet members 
his ideas on the government's relation 
to “big business,” the field anti-trust 
legislation should cover in the present 
session of congress and the spirit in 
which he believed the task should be 


approached. 

Peace and not war, a feeling of 
friendly conciliation rather than of hos- 
tile antagonism and yet a constructive 
program that will eliminate uncertain- 
ty about the law and stimulate the 
growth of legitimate business—these 
are the fundamentals of the president's 
plan of action, to be embodies in the 
message he will read at a joint ses- 
sion of congress next week. He pre- 
sented the document to the cabinet 
today, and worked all afternoon on 
minor changes as a result of the meet- 
ing. 

To Deal Fairly With Business. 

Cabinet members spoke of the mes- 
saze as a progressive declaration that 
would reassure the business world of 
the sincere intentions of the adminis- 
tration to deal fairly with it. 

Tomorrow at white house confer- 
ences the president will outline the 
message to the democratic members 
of the senate committee on interstate 
commerce and the house judiciary com- 
mittee. While the president has not 
yet revealed his views on detailed leg- 
islation, he hopes his message will be 
the guiding influence that .will keep

$4,900,000 to Spend. 

The city’s finance sheet t&y 1914 wil 
carry approximately $4,900,000 when it 
is finally made up. 

Such was clearly indicated Tuesday 
afternoon on the face of a rough esti- 
mate which shows that already $700.- 
000 has been demanded from the city’s 
finances over the amount which the 
city actually has to appropriate for op- 
erating expenses, new projects and to 
carry out improvements already under 
way. a 

The revenues of the city for 1913 
amount to about $250,000 more than 
the vear previous. This amount is the 
sum from.which the city can appro- 
priate for new projects, or the finance 
committee can put some of the un- 
earned revenue into the sheet as was 
done last year. 

In making up the 1913 tentative 
finance sheet the committee added 
$108,000 from anticipated revenue, but 
Chairman W. G. Humphrey § stated 
Tuesday that not one penny of the fu- 
ture revenue will be anticipated and 
uséd in the sheet if the committee can 
avoid it.

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ON MEXICAN DEBT 


Dictator Announces No In- 
terest Will Be Paid on In- 
ternal or External Debts. 

‘Big Payment Due in April. 


Mexico City, January 13.—After a 
meeting of the cabinet; which lasted 
until early this morning, the Mexican 
‘foreign. minister, Querido Meheno, an- 
nounced that the Mexican government 
will default in the payment of all in- 
terest on the bonds of the intérnal and 
external debts, which now remains un- 
paid or which falls due within the next 
six months. A heavy payment of in- 
terest qn the foreign debt becomes due 
in April, | 

It has been the practice of the gov- 
ernment to make weekly remittances 
to New York, London and Paris to ap- 
ply on its interest obligations, in or- 
der that when the interest payment 
periods arrived the money would be 
‘in hand. These weekly remittances 
now have been suspended, the explana- 
tion being that -the government re- 
quires all available funds for pacifica- 
tion purposes. 

The foreign minister said also that 
he had been instructed to notify all 


foreign governments of the default. 
Huerta Advised by Foreiguers. 
In repudiating the interest on all the 
bonds of the national debt, internal 
and foreign, Huerta was advised by a 
representative ef: European bankers. 
The president's decree made its ap- 
péarance late today in the form of an 
extra editionsof El Diario Official, the 
medium through which all official acts 
are made known. It specified that the 
suspension of interest payments would 
time limit, 
be for six months, but bankers here 
already anticipate an extension of the 
President uerta states in his de- 
cree that this has been done as part 
of a general scheme for the pacification 
of the country, in the belief that it is 
wiser to use this money for the pur- 
chase of arms and ammunition and 
the payment of troops than for the 
maintenance of «the interest on the 
bonds. The opinion is expressed that 
the interests of the bondholders will 
be better protected in the long run by 
utilizing the money in this manner. 


The Advisers of Huerta. 


The concerns. credited with advising 
President Huerta to take this step are 
the Bank of Padris and the Nether- 
lands, Credit Lyonnaise Comptoir Na- 
tional d’Escom}:te and the Societe Gen- 
erals, in France; Morgan, Grenfell & 
Co.; Speyer Bros. & Glyn, Mills, Currie 
& Co... of London, and the Deutsche 
bank, .the -Dresdner bank and the 
Bank of 5S. Bleichroder, of Germany. 
The house’of JP. Morgan & Co., Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., and Speyer Bros. of New 
York, are said not to have taken any 
part. 

Under the agreement made in 1889 
the foreign bendhalders, with the eon- 
sent of their governments, have the 
right to coHect .this interest, should 
the government of Mexieo at any time 
default in the payment.

Europe Big Holder of Bonds. 


Washington, January 13.—Announce- 
ment by the Huerta government of its 
intention to default in the payment of 
the semi-annual interest on the bonds 
of the Mexican national debt created 
much interest in diplomatic circles here 
tonight, and brought out much specu- 
lation, especially among diplomatic 
representatives accredited to the coun- 
tries in which the greater part of the 
loans are held. While state depart- 
ment officials were understood to ae- 
cept this step’ as a natural develop- 
ment in the policy of. waiting fer the 
collapse of the Huerta regime no com- 
ment was ferthcoming. Secretary 
jyyan Said he ‘had not been officially 
advised of this latest turn. 

The discussion of European diplo- 
matists turned to the security which 
their nationals will have for the enor- 
mous sums which go to make up the 
aggregate of the Mexican debt, exter- 
nal.and internal. It Was pointed out 
that in the question of Mexican finance 
the concerted European powers, on ac- 
count of the great sums at stake, had 
a keener interest even than the Unitea 
States. Kuropean diplomatists, there- 
fore, have not been disposed to take 
seriously pronouncements emanating 
from the constitutionalists as to their 
proposed repudiation of loans advanced 
to Huerta. They take the view that 
whatever influence finally prevails in 
Mexico City, all obligations incurred in 
time of peace will have to be fulfilled, 
although it is admitted that war loans 
advanced during the past vear 
not be so easy liquidation. 


MEXIC REFUGEES MOVE 
TOWARDS FORT BLISS 


Presidio. Texas, Jaruary 15.—Turn- 
ing their backs on Mexico, the ragged 
soldiers and generals of the Mexican 
federal army, routed by the rebels from 
i Ojinaga, Mex., opposite here, today be- 
gan their march toward Fort Bliss, at 
itl Paso, Texas, where they are to be 
kept indefinitely as wards of the United 
States government. 

Only a portion of the refugees start- 
ed, but the tatterdemalion line of sol- 
diers, women and children, followed 
by horses, burrows and dogs, as they 
struggled over the mountain road in 
clouds of dust, was a sorry picture of 
an army in retreat. The refugees on 
foot will be guarded by United States 
cavalrymen until they reach Marfa, 67 
miles from the border.

FOR GROCERY CLERKS

NOT MORAL TURPITUDE 
TO LIBEL ENGLISH KING 


Because It’s Not Moral Turpi- 
tude to Libel London Street 
Sweeper—Mylius Wins. 


New York, January 13.—If it would 
not involve moral turpitude to publish 
in England a defamatory libel “against 
a field laborer in Devon or a street 
sweeper in London,” it would not in- 
volve moral turpitude to publish the 
same libel “regarding the lord chan- 
cellor, or even the king,” the United 
States court of appeals held today. 
The court expressed this view in de- 
ciding that Edward F.. Mylius, the Bel- 
gian journalist whom the department 
of commerce ordered deported a year 
ago, cannot be barred from the United 
States on the charge of moral turpi- 
tude. 

First Authoritative Decision. 

The decision of the court of appeals, 
sustaining the ruling of United States 
District Judge Walter C. Noves, is the 
first authoritative one set down for 
the guidance of the immigration au- 
thorities in foreign libel cases involv- 
ing moral turpitude, which cine. 
frequently made the basis for direct- 
ing: deportation of persons arriving 
from abroad. 

Mylius was convicted in the Wnelish 
courws of naving criminally libeled 
King George V by publishing that the 
king contracted a morganatic mar- 
riage with the daughter of Admiral 
Seymour in 1890 when he was prince of 
Wales. After serving a year in prison 
Mylius came to New York ir Septem- 
ber, 1912. The immigration authorities 
regarded him as an undesirable alien 
and were sustained by the department 
of commerce upon his appeal. Mylius 
then resorted to the feoeral court, 
whele Judge Noyes ruled in his favor. 
The government appealed the case. 

The Question at Issuc. 

“The question narrows itself down 
to the inquiry, does the publication of 
a defamatory libel necessarily involve 
‘moral turpitude’ ”’ reads the court of 
decision today, written by 
“We are of the opinion 
that it does not. We, of course, do not 
lose sight of the extreme brutality of 
the libel, involving ss it does not only 
the king, but the queen, her children 
and the daughter of Admiral Seymour. 
But we should consider all persons 
equal before the law. A decision which 
makes the infamy of the libel de- 
endent upon the rank of the person 
ibeled cannot be defended either in 
law or in ethies.’’

SHOULD Bt END OF LYNCH 
LAW---A MOBLESS ERA. 


The circumstances under which three 
Jefferson county negroes have been con- 
vieted of murder in the Fulton superior 
court under Judge Ben Hill, and, by him, 
sentenced to hang on February 6, should 
point to the end of mob law in Georgia. 
That these brutes are to be legally executed 
and not lynched is due to a statute, passed 
in 1911, which makes it mandatory upon the 
judge in the jurisdiction of the crime to 
change venue where mob violence is threat- 


— 


ened. 
These wretches were charged with a hor- 
ribly revolting crime against a respected 


white woman of Jefferson county. So infu- 
riated was public sentiment against them 


that the negroes were brought to Atlanta to 
escape lynching. Feeling had not subsided 
as the time for their trial approached. It 
was then that Governor Slaton, minded both 
to avoid a lynching and to avoid the implied 
reflection of sending troops into an Aas- 
sumedly law-abiding county, drew the at- 
tention of the judge of the jurisdiction to 
the law of 1911, which leaves the judge no 
alternative other than to change venue 
when lynching is threatened. Judge Raw- 
lins quickly took the necessary steps and 
the prisoners were kept in Atlanta for their 
trial. The wisdom of the course was vin- 
dicated in short order. A mob had gathered 
at Louisville, the county seat, ready to 
wreak vengeance on the negroes the mo- 
ment they alighted from the train for trial. 

In Atlanta the defendants had an abso- 
lutely fair trial. Some of the most promi- 
nent lawyers of the state, detailed by the 
court, appeared in their behalf. The jury 
was drawn from an unbiased vicinage. A 
verdict of guilty was found. Judge Hill 
imposed capital sentence, to be executed 
February 6, in Fulton county. The negroes 
will pay the extreme penalty, no more, no 
less than had extra legal vengeance inter- 
yened. They will go to death with absolute 
and legal certainty of their guilt. The state 
will not be indicted by a triple lynching. 
And the whole process will have been ac- 
complished by due and orderly process of 
law, and not by an ebullition of anarchy. 

The Jefferson case establishes for all 
time the value of the venue-changing 
statute. More especially is it valuable, 
since the judge has no discretion in the 
matter, but subjects himself to impeach- 
ment if he fails to observe its mandate. 

Just how vital an element is cooling time 
and the regular process of law in these deli- 
cate cases, is proved by a recent experience 
in the Chattahoochee circuit over which 
Judge Price Gilbert presides. A negro 
charged with rape was quickly arrested, and 
carried before the victim. In the emotional 
tumult of the moment she identified him as 
the criminal. Immediately it became evi- 
dent that, without interference he would be 
lynched. Both Judge Gilbert and the 
sheriff had doubts of the negro’s guilt. 
With commendable backbone they rushed 
him to Atlanta for safe keeping. In a few 
days the victim had recovered from the 
strain of her terrible experience. Doubt 
kindled in her own mind. She visited At- 
lanta, saw the negro and at once exonerated 
him. In a short while she positively identi- 
fied another negro as the assailant. Cor- 
roboratory evidence clinched her accusation. 
He was tried and hanged. 

What is the moral? Had not Judge Gil- 
bert acted promptly in behalf of law and 
reasonable deliberation, an innocent man 
would have been lawlessly put to death. 
The guilty man would have escaped. 

This instance and that of the Jefferson 


negroes ought to stand as a monumental 
warning to the courts and the people of the 
state. 

In crises of this nature the act of 
1911 and the program shown by Judge Gil- 
bert should shine as a beacon light of 
safety. If the evidence against men ac- 
cused of these horrible crimes is conclu- 
sive they will hang, but it will be done in a 
decent and an orderly way, with no danger 
of hanging an innocent man. 

It has been proven that the new law is 
amply sufficient to effect justice, quickly, 
and with certainty. Granted backbone on 
part of our judges and sheriffs and future 
governors, we have entered a mobless era 


in Georgia. 


A CLINCHING ARGUMENT. 

We publish on this page a comparative 
analysis of the bank clearings of Atlanta 
and other southern cities for 1913 and 1912. 
The progress made by Atlanta and the po- 
sition she occupies is nothing less than 
phenomenal. She is now second city in the 
south from point of view of volume of clear- 
ings, New Orleans alone ranking her. And 
from point of view of increase and decrease, 
she exceeds New Orleans, whose clearings 
slumped last year, while those of Atlanta 
made new records. 

These cold facts and figures constitute 
a clinching argument for Atlanta’s right to 
a federal regional bank. There is no going 
back of them. And they are due to the 
commanding strategic position which is, in 
itself, the best argument in behalf of this 
city. 


THE OLD-TIME RELIGION. 


In an address before the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary society in Washington the other 
day, Vice President Marshall put his finger 
on one of the greatest needs and one of the 
most vital dangers to our civilization. He 
rebuked infidelity. He questioned if the 
clergy were as vigilant as of old in follow- 
ing the practical path of the gospel. He 
protested against that spirit that made the 
quest of money the primary aim. Then he 
said, “We must go back and place our faith 
in God.” 

In one of the current magazines appears 
a startling article by Guglielmo Ferrero, the 
brilliant but erratic Italian historian and 
publicist whom Roosevelt did so much to 
bring into the limelight. Ferrero addressed 
himself to our scheme and standards of 
civilization on this side of the Atlantic. He 
is a competent critic, in a sense, since he is 
learned in ancient history, the rise and fall 
of peoples and empires and the causes that 
ate away their vitality. 

Ferrero sees a great menace shadowing 
America. It is the menace of money and 
the mania for pleasure, for social advance- 
ment, for a conquest of the material at the 
expense of the spiritual, for high 
records in positive production with but little 
thought for things that are subjective and 
diversions that verge closely on dissipation. 

These are the cankers, he says, that are 
working away at the heart of America, and 
that must be treated intelligently and in 


time if we would not foster influences that | 
have from time immemorial trodden down 


pagan civilizations. 

To a great degree the Italian no doubt 
exaggerates. However great the evil influ- 
ences, Europe is no more exempt from 
them, this impatience with things that are 
established, than America. But there is 
much truth in his observations, and it is 
here that the philosophy of Vice President 
Marshall scores its point. 

No civilization yet has lived based upon 
purely material or pagan gods, shorn of 
ideals and idealism. Christianity, applied 
and constant, has been the most effective 
preservative of nations ever descried on 
history’s horizon. And in our own nation 
the complaint of empty pews, the charge 
that men care less for religion and more 
for self, are things of increasing gravity. 
This is offset, measurably, by the growing 
impulse to philanthropy and the access of 
kindliness visible today throughout . the 
points of view of men and women. But 
the religion of the churches does not, it is 
certain, carry the irresistible appeal it car- 
ried in the days of the fathers. The trail of 
the skeptic and the materialist, and of the 
higher critic, is over it all. : 

Less faddism in the pulpit, less sensation- 
alism and more of the “old-time religion” is 
one of the needs of our day. In the light of 
all history religion stands at the last analy- 
sis not so much as a matter of sentiment 
as a vital preservative influence for the in- 
tegrity of nations. Viewed*from that angle, 
the function of the preacher of our day is 
almost as largely secular as it is spiritual.

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Great Trials 
Historu 


Trial of Hon. Daniel E. Sickles. 


Intense excitement filled the public mind 
when the tragic news was heralded from 
Washington that the Hon. Philip Barton Key, 
the district attorney for the District of Co- 
lumbia, had been shot in one of the streets 
in Washington by the Hon. Daniel E. Sickles, 
a member of congress from New York, be- 
cause, as he claimed, Mr. Key had alienated 
the affections of Mrs. Sickles. 

This horrible homicide took place on Sun- 
day, February 27, 1859, and notwithstanding 
its sanguinary and deplorablé character, was 
almost universally viewed as the inevitable 
sequel to a relationship of guilt between the 
two parties. 

Of the three individuals immediately in- 
volved in the transaction, Mr. Key was the 
senior in years. He was a man of fine ap- 
pearance, tall in stature and winning man- 
hers. He was a son of Francis Seott Key, 
who had composed the song “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner.” At the time of his death Mr. 
Key was a widower. 

Mr. Sickles had for some years been a 
prominent New York lawyer and politician, 
who, in 1853, had married Miss Teresa Ba- 
gioli, the daughter of an Italian music teach- 
er. Mr. Sickles lived partly at Washington 
and partly at New York. At Washington he 
lived in the most fashionable section of the 
city and entertained extensively, at which 
Mrs. Sickles was the soul and charm. Her 
beirg a universal favorite did not blind the 
eyes of those around her to the particular 
attention paid her by Mr. Key. Long before 
the final tragedy this intimacy between the 
two had not only been remarked in society, 
but had led to notes between Mr. Key and Mr. 
Sickles. 

When Mr. Sickles had sufficient proof of 
her guilt, he required her to put her confes- 
sion in writing, which she did. After all the 
facts were laid bare—and they were of the 
most incriminating character, Mr. Sickles 
was like mad. He sent for his friend, Mr. 
Butterworth, who found him almost beyond 
self-control and exclaiming continually: “I 
am a dishonored and ruined man, and can- 
not look you in the face!” Mr. Butterworth 
counseled moderation, and on leaving the 
house for a few minutes he was. informed 
on his return that Key had just passed the 
house twice, waving or twirling his hand- 
kerchief three times as a signal. 

Shortly afterwards Mr. Sickles left his 
home and had not gone very far when he 
overtook Key, to whom he said, in a loud 
voice: “You scoundrel, you have dishonored 
my house—you must die!” Sickles shot him 
and the wounds were mortal. 

After Mr. Sickles’ arrest and conveyal to 
jail he maintained a perfectly calm de- 
meanor. He seemed to feel that he could 
have pursued no other course. Mr. Sickles 
had many callers while in jail, and of con- 
gress and other official dignitaries. Presi- 
dent Buchanan sent a message of condolence 
to him. 

On the fourth of April, 1859, Mr. Sickles 
was put on trial for murder before the crim- 
inal courts of Washington, Judge Crawford 
presiding. The public prosecutor was Mr. 
Ould, and associated with him was Mr. Car- 
lisle. The prisoner had quite an array of 
criminal lawyers to defend him. The ex- 
citement during the trial was most intense, 
and extended to the remotest parts of the 
land. A great amount of evidence was put 
in, the discussions and arguments of the 
learned array of counsel were listened to bv 
crowded audiences, and profound solemnity 
marked every countenance. 

The main propositions constituted the 
substance of Mr. Sickles’ legal defense, name- 
ly, that the adulterer may be shain with im- 
Punity by the injured husband, and that at 
the time of the homicide Mr. Sickles, goaded 
by exasperation, was in such a state of mind 
that he was not accountable for his acts. 
Nor did the jurv fail to be impressed when 
the pathetic appeal was made to them, in 
the closing argument, to place an estimate bv 
their verdict on the purity of the marriage 
vow. 

On the retiring of the jury to deliberate 
as to what should be their verdict, many of 
the audience crowded around the dock to 
cheer Mr. Sickies in that pregnant moment of 
his fate. Time wore on, each moment seem- 
ing an hour. At last the door was opened 
and the jury came in, one by one, and all re- 
straint was forgotten in the anxiety to see 
their faces. Benches and forms and tables 
were mounted by the excited and venture- 
some. The verdict they rendered was “Not 
guilty.” . 

No verdict following a murder trial was 
ever received with more general approval 
than the “Not guilty” in Mr. Sickles’ case. 
Beautiful, ruined and sorrowing Mrs. Sickles 
lived but a few years after the _ terrible 
tragedy. Mr. Sickles served with distinction 
during the civil war, rising to the rank of 
major general, and Jater he became minister 
to the court of Madrid.

“The change in the outward moral 
conditians of the city noted in the last 
report as occurring since the Rosen- 
thal murder has continued so that, in 
the parlance of the underworld, the 
‘lid’ has been on for a year,” the re- 
port says. : 

The question of what constitutes evi- 
dence in cases against disorderly re- 
sort keepers is still unsettled, the re- 
port says, adding that the matter soon 
will be taken up with police authori- 
ties to frame instructions for the use 
of police captains. 

New amendments to the tenement 
laws are indorsed and declared to have 
been material help to the police in 
their clean-up campaign. 

The report says that the board of al- 
dermen will be asked to take up again 
the ordinance requiring owners of 
buildings to affix plates at the princi- 
pal entrances bearing their names and 
addresses. The committee also an- 
nounces that it will push its campaign 
with the legislature for more excise 
agents. 

The committee says its work during 
1913 cost about $11,000. Andrew Car- 
negie, James B. Ford, Edward §&. 
Harkness, Mrs. bD. Willis James and 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr. gave $1,000 
apiece. Smaller contributions made up 
the remainder. 


CONGRESSMAN CURLEY 
NAMED BOSTON MAYOR 


Boston, January 13.—Congressman 
James H. Curley was chosen mayor 
today by a majority of six thousand 
votes over Thomas J. Kenny, president 
of the city council. Of a total vote of 
80,000 votes polled on the coldest day 
of the winter, the victorious candidate 
received 43,309 and Kenny had 37,250. 

The congressman's election to a 
four-year term as mayor is the latest 
ste in a continuous political career 
which began as a city councilman in 
1900. Since that time he has been 
elected to the Massachusetts house of 
representatives, the board of alder- 
men and to congress, where he is now 
serving his second term. In 1903, Mr. 
Curley was convicted by a jury in the 
federal court of conspiring to defraud 
the government by impersonating an- 
other man at a civil service examina- 
tion. He served a sentence of two 
months in the Charles street jail with- 
out interruption to his political for- 
tunes. 

Both Mr. Kenny and Mr. Curley are 
democrats in national politics, al- 
though they ran without political des- 
ignation, and the democratic voters in 
the city their sup-

200,000 Natives to Be Moved. 

This means that about 200,000 na- 
tives must be marched back by road 
to their homes at enormous cost. It 
will be most difficult, after the end of 
the strike, to recruit them again. In 
brief, such a step would mean disaster 
for the Rand for many years. 

Although official reports from 
Johannesburg show improvement in 
the train service, reports from other 
districts are less encouraging. In 
Natal the situation is one of great 
tension, and it is feared that the loy- 
alty of the trainmen will not stand the 
strain much longer. An instance of 
the men’s temper is shown by the ac- 
tion of an engine driver who quit his 
train on the Veldt and left the paseen- 
gers stranded.

SAYS UNDERWOOD 


Democratic Leader Declares 


Industrial Awakening Will 


Put Panic Preachers to 
Shame. 


Washington, January i3.—Aun indus- 
trial awakening “that will put the 
panic preachers to shame” was prom- 
ised today by Democratic Leader Un- 
derwood after republicans in the house 
had painted dark pictures of ruin and 
desolation as the result of democratic 
legislation. 

“The democratic party,” declared Mr. 
Underwood, “has achieved for the 
American people more than has been 
accomplished heretofore in the history 
of our government. We have secured 
the results which the republican party 
struggled for in the course of twenty 
years; the results which they gave 
their pledges to secure and which for 


term after term of congress were left | 


undone. I look forward to unusual 
prosperity throughout the country in 
the next year.” 

Underweod to Birds of Ill Omen. 

The democratic leader said the steel 
mills in his district were working 
double shifta despite the fact that 
practcially all of their product was 
put on the free list in the democratic 
tariff bill. Business in the Pittsburg 
steel district, he said, was also improv- 
ing. He quoted John Wanamaker as 
saying that “the breeders of panic 
ought to be deported.” 

“What I have to say to the birds of 
ill omen who preach disaster, hoping 
to bring their party back into power,” 
Mr. Underwood continued, “ts this: 

“The industrial depression we have 
been passing through has lasted for 
more than a year. It began before 
Woodrow Wilson was elected.

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THOUSANDS KILLED 
BY QUAKE AND WAVE 


Belching Volcano Adds to 
Horror in Japan—Proba- 
bly Greatest Disaster in 
History of Island Empire. 


Tokio, Japan, January 13.—A _ tida) 
wave added its terrors to the earth- 
quakes and volcanic eruption which 
struck Kagoshima, in southern Japan 
yesterday, according to official advices 


today. 

It is believed the Kagoshima disas 
ter will prove to be one of the most 
serious in the history of Japan. The 
loss of life and property increases wit! 
fuller news from the scene. 

The full extent of the disaster coul4é 
not be ascertained today, as all com 
munication was cut off from. the 
stricken district south of Kumamoto 
$0 or 90 miles north of Kagoshima. The 
navy department was unable to obtain 
a wireless report from the warships 
sent to the scene, although many mes- 
gazes were dispatched to them. 

Death List in Thousands, 

Ashes to the depth of 6 inches have 
fallen in the seaport of Miyazaki, on 
the east coast of Kiushiu. A postal 
employee who fled from Kagoshima 
states the big postoffice building there 
collapsed, and that a great number of 
residences were ruined, while many 
people and animals were killed or in- 


jured. 

Indications today are that the death 
list around Kagoshima will run into 
the thousands. 

Kagoshima, which is almost cCotn- 
pletely buried in volcanic ashes and 
stones, had a population of 60,000, at 
the last census. The population of the 
adjoining island of Sakura, the center 
of the disturbance, is given as 15,000 
On this island hundreds are reported 
to have perished beneath the streams 
of lava from the volcano of Sakura- 
Jima. Many more were undoubtedly 
drowned while attempting to escape 

Doctors have started to the ccene 
which is difficult to reach because 
railroad communication is impeded by 
ashes and the tracks have been dislo- 
cated-by earthquakes. 

The violence of the eruptions of 
Sakura-Jima is so great that showers of 
dust are fallin~ here todszy. The. dis- 
tance between Nagasaki and Sakura 
is about 90 miles. 

Story of Eye Witness. 

A refugee who arrived at Nagasaki 
today from Kagoshima gave the fol- 
lowing account of the disaster: 

“The eruption started suddenly with 
columns of thick black smvke and 
flames from the crater of Sakura-Jima 
Ifundreds of the inhabitants of the 
sinall island rushed to the beach and 
leaped on board junks and steamers, 
which carried them across 3 miles of 
water to Kagoshima, ashes, stones ang 
particles of white hot lava falling all 
the while on the decks. 

“At Kagoshima the heat was in- 
tense. The constantly increasing hail 
of glowing cinders made it uninhabit- 
able. 

“The increased by the 
Shaking caused by incessant earth 
quakes. More than 300 earthquake 
shocks were recorded before nightfall. 

“People fled along the highways 
west and north of the city. They had 
abandoned everything. Soon they were 
suffering from lack of food and drink 

“When I left Kagoshima the volcano 
resembled an enormous set-piece of 
fireworks, glowing from the foot of 
the mountain to the summit. During 
the night the glowing lava illuminated 
the entire district. The volcano con. 
stantly emitted thunderous’ explo- 
sions.”
